SECRETAM BAYARD 


Wants a Settlement of the Fisheries 
QaestioD, But the United States 
Mast Hare Her Bights. 


Washinoton, 
Oct. 
18.—Secretary 
Bayard was seen last night and asked to 
set at rest the contradictory statements 
printed, 
relative to the policy of the 
state department on the fisheries ques- 
tion. He said: 
"This matter is one 
that cannot be settled in a breath, but is 
one of such gravity and importance that 
time should be teken into consideration 
and the state department proposes to 
take all proper time to consider it. 
It 
does not intend to blunder through in 
haste. It is a question which was enter- 
tained through the history of this coun- 
try for a hundred years, for it is really a 
question as to whether our relations 
with Canada shall be neighborly and 
friendly, or whether they shall be the 
other extreme, with both nations stand- 
ing ready to take advantage of the other. 
The policy of the state department has 
not been determined on fully, and can 
only be as the case developes itself. 
Personally, I wish and hope for the set- 
tlement of the thing amicably, but the 
United States must have her rights. 
The thing to be determined, therefore, 
is, 'What are the rights of the fisher- 
men in Canadian waters?' 
When that 
has been determined, then and then 
only, will I be able to determine upon 
what course is best to pursue to secure 
their rights."

A BIG WKOÜT ! 


Involving 6,000Employes, Inaugurated 
at Philadelphia, Because of a Re- 
fusal to Advance Wages. 


PHIIiADEIiPHIA, Oct. 18.—A lockout 
involving about 6,000 hands, was in- 
ahgurated this morning by the members 
of the Boot and Shoe Manufacturers' 
association of this city. 
About two 
weeks ago 126 bench hands employed on 
men's sewed shoes, struck in nine fac- 
tories for an advance in wages of 5 per 
cent. 


This advance in wages should have 
gone through to the joint board of arbi- 
tration, which consists of the executive 
boards of the manufacturers' association 
of shoe makers, district assembly No. 
7§, 
K. 
of 
L., 
but 
the 
men 
claimed 
they 
were tired of the slow 
methods of the joint boards and de- 
sired to hasten matters. 


The manufacturers committee com- 
plained to the district board and the 
latter promptly ordered the bench men 
to return, but the strikers refused and 
the manufacturers demanded their ex- 
pulsion. 
The district refused to expel 
the men, however, and the Manufactur- 
ers association, after waiting a week, de- 
termined on the lockout. 
Discharges 
will be gradual, but it is expected all 
the 5,000 men will be laid ofl by Thurs- 
day, when the Manufacturers associa- 
tion is to meet again. 


HON. A. P. EDGERTOII. 


He is Expected to Fay His Respects to 
His Colleagues. 


Hon. A. P. Edgerton left last evening 
for Washington. 
He is chairman of the 
civil service commission and is expected 
to create a stir in that household. 


A telegram from Washington says: 
"There is a general belief here that the 
relations between the civil service com- 
missioners are growing too strained to 
allow them to remain in the same office 
together much longer. 
Mr. Oberly has 
stuck to his desk during the summer 
while others were away, but he has se- 
cured their ill will by writing letters 
about the law, as if he were the origmal 
interpreter and the one solely responsible 
for its enforcement. Mr. Lyman, the 
republican member, will not oppose him 
actively, because the statements in his

In the decision 
to day, to investigate the Kansas City 
postoffice, no secret is made of the fact 
that Mr. Edgerton will oppose it, and 
the other commissioners recognize that 
it will have to be conducted without 
him."

The President and Mrs. Cleveland, as 
They Journey Through the South, 
In a Brilliant Way. 


AtijAKTA, Ga., Oct. 18.—The city is 
crowded with strangers, and hun^eds 
and thousands of those who came last 
night were unable to find hotel accom- 
modations. 
Atlanta is a prohibition 
town and so, despite the crowd and en- 
thusiasm, there is very little drunken- 
ness. 
The presidential party did not re- 
tire until 2 o'clock this morning, it hav- 
ing been found impossible to get their 
baggage throui^ the crowds and to 
their rooms earlier. 
As a consequence 
they breakfasted late this morning. 
At 
11 o'clock President Collins and Vice- 
President Grady, of the 
exposition, 
called at the president's room and es- 
corted the president, Mrs. Cleveland 
and Postmaster General Vilas to t! 
capitol, where they entered the gov- 
ernor's room and were received by Gov- 
ernor Gordon. 
The visiting governors, 
the supreme court of the state, mem 
bers of the governor's staff, United 
States officials, municipal authorities, 
and members of the legislature were pre 
sented as the city's guests. The ceremony 
over, the distinguished visitors escorted 
by Governor Gordon, Senators Brown 
and Colquitt, and accompanied by the 
visiting governors and many other peo- 
ple of distinction, proceed^ to Pied- 
mont Park, which is on the exposition 
grounds 
The national salute was fired 
as the procession entered the gates of 
the enclosure and it proceeded to the 
speaker's stand. 
The formalities of 
welcome to the president began with 
prayer by Rev. Dr. Bartle t, of the 
Presbyterian churcb, after which Mr. 
Grady, vice presiilent of the exposition, 
in a brief, but eloquent speech, extend- 
ed a welcome to the president.

LOST 


THE Mississippi Kiver is unable to 
hold its own in competition with the 
railroads. 
The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat says that city, which form- 
erly derived immense advantages from 
its location at the mouth of the great 
estuary, is becoming more and more a 
railroad town. The old system of wa- 
ter transportation aflforded the 
city 
far more profit, but it is dead and gone, 
and it is impossible to recall it. 
The 
Times says: 
"We must conform our- 
selves to the new methods, to a smaller 
margin of profits, to railroads, and 
all the new ways of doing business. 
The receipts and shipments by rail, 
river, and ocean to-day, far exceed those 
flush days of this city, but we get a far 
smaller profit from them—a profit nn 
fortunately growing less each year— 
and we are allowing a great deal of 
business to pass through the city with- 
out paying any tribute to it." 


D. T. LITTLER of the Pacific Kail- 
roads Investigating Commission goes 
into a Western white-heat of 
anger 
whenever mention is made to him of 
the charge that the Railroad Commis- 
sion has been banqueting, wining, and 
dining extravagantly at the public ex- 
pense. 
Talking about the matter re- 
cently, he said: "On our Western trip 
the only liquor that I know anything 
about was a bottle of whisky that I 
bought in Chicago, before I started, 
and put in my satchel, and a pint flask 
that was bought iv long time afterward. 
The Commission bought no liquors or 
wines, they smoked their own cigars, 
and they accepted no wines from any 
one. While on the Central Pacific 
I cad, where, by the way, we paid our 
own fare, two or three lunches were 
given us by the Central Pacific officials, 
at which some fruit and California 
claret were served, the whole of which, 
for all the lunches, could not have cost 
above $10. The Commission has been 
so judicious and careful in its expendi- 
tures that it will be able to pay all its 
expenses, including the printing of its 
report and the evidence taken, and 
then return a handsome balance into 
the Treasury out of the $100,000 ap- 
propriated for its purpose." 


THE people are aware that on Bedloe's 
Island, in the harbor of New York, 
stands the statue of Liberty, with a 
flaming torch in its uplifted hand; the 
poetical purpose being to enlighten the 
world. By the human eye the light 
can be seen at a distance of thirty-six 
miles, and by the bird's eye a much 
greater distance; and as the squall 
shows so much the worse for the birds, 
particularly those which are seeking 
the sunny south land to spend the 
winter. 
The New York Herald says 
that during one night recently 1,365 
birds were burned to death by Liberty's 
torch, and that among the dead birds 
found in the morning at the base of the 
statue tliere were specimens of more 
than one hundred distinct species. The 
largest bird was a Canadian wood- 
pecker. 
It measured thirteen inches 
from wing to wing, and its girth was 
correspondingly great. 
The smallest 
bird was a one-inch long, lovely- 
plumaged humming bird. An examina- 
tion proved that the heat of the light 
had blinded the unfortunate creatures, 
and that in not a few cases their brains 
were actually roasted. Strictly speak- 
ing, hardly any of them were dashed 
to death, but were fatally burned and 
blinded. 
It is not often that such a 
bird calamity is recorded, and if it 
goes on during the migratory seasons 
the torch of Liberty will depopulate 
the forests of the birds of beautiful 
plmnag« and captivating song.

THE returns of the foreign trade of 
Great Britain for the last calendar year, 
with comparisons extending back as far 
as 1882, have been officially published. 
The value of imports was £349,363,472, 
which Jnras some £29,000,000 less than 
for the previous year, and less in a still 
larger amount than for any of the other 
three years embraced in the compari- 
son. In 1883 the value of imports 
reached the large sum of £426,891,579, 
or upward of £87,000,000 more than for 
last year. 
The value in 1883 was equal 
to about $2,100,000,000, which was a 
third more than the sum of our imports 
and exports. 
The decrease last year 
from 1883, about $435,000,000, was 
equal to more than one-half of the total 
value of our exports in the year when 
they reached the highest point. 
The 
total value of British exports last year 
was £268,667,017. 
This, like the value 
of imports, was less than in any one of 
the four preceding years. 
The largest 
total in the table is £303,660,714 in 
1882. That year the imports exceeded 
the exports by more than £106,000,000, 
or $530,000,000. Last year the excess 
of imports was about 
$405,000,000. 
These "adverse balances," as com- 
mercial writers on both sides of the At- 
lantic still persists in calling them, are 
something 
prodigious. 
Still 
Great 
Britain survives.

T h e whale is, witboai ^ e s t i < m , 
the 
very 
largest 
animal 
in 
the 
world. 
Th«re are seveval varieties, and 
some 
of 
them 
attain 
immense size. 
The 
common, or right whide, so-called, ia 
the most numevons. 
The sperm whale, 
while not so 
large, 
is 
more valued, 
because of its oil and bone; the quality 
exoels all others in its 
fineness. 
The 
finback 
whale is the most 
dangerous 
and less veduable than the others; so 
there are^ ao far as I have learned, only 
three varieties of these monstrous 
sea 
inhabitants. 
The size of the whale 
is 
generally spoken of, and is not always 
correct. 
Some 
represent 
them 
of 
enormous length. 
S o m e less 
inclined 
to the marvelous say they never exceed 
a hundred feet, but my experience is 
from-both seeing and inquiring of old 
whalemen, that a right whale never ex- 
ceeds one hundred feet in length; the 
sperm whale about ninety feet, and the 
finback 
never over seventy-five feet. 
I 
never witnessed a whale measured, yet, 
I have seen many of each kind. 
I 
am 
certain that sixty feet is a good average. 
The whale, when disporting upon the 
sea surface, gives the impression that 
the fish is of immense proportions, but 
upon getting near and measuring 
with 
the eye carefully it is plain to be seen 
that, seldom, indeed, are they over fifty 
feet. 
It is the floundering manner in 
which they swim that makes the 
inex- 
perienced 
think 
the 
proportions 
so 
great. 


The whale is, of all other animals, 


singularly constrncted. 
The mouth is 
of peculiar structure, and when opened 
it is fully six to nine feet wide. 
In the 
right whale there are no teeth, but huge 
as the animal is the gullet, or throat, 
is not two inches wide. 
From this nar- 
row formation of the throat it may 
be 
implied that its food is of a very dimin- 
utive kind. 
Such is really the fact, for 
it derives its food, or subsistence, from 
the millions of the small inhabitants of 
the deep ocean. 


The method by which whalemen dis- 
tinguish the variety of the whale is by 
the Bpout. 
The 
common, 
or 
right, 
has two spout holes, while the 
sperm 
has but one. 
The finback has only one, 
but its spout is in the front of the head, 
while the others are considerably nearer 
the bod/. 
The difference is also ex- 
plained by the manner in which 
they 
spout tlte water. 
Only the sperm whale 
has teeih, and these are in the 
lower 
jaw ami in two rows. 


Thfe whale is seldom met with in mid 
ocean, or, rather, in tropical latitudes; 
but in the extreme north as well as the 
extreme south ocean, they are found in 
great numbers. 
I do 
not propose 
to 
say anything about the capturing and 
cutting uj) and taking in 
on board of 
the whale, as I never was engaged 
in 
this kind of duty, but will add that the 
life of a whaleman is, or was. one of the 
most dangerous, and, at the same time, 
most 
exciting professions imaginable. 
Only in skillful hands can be 
averted 
the destruction of man and boat, 
and 
sometimes, indeed, of the ship itself. 


I once when near the Falkland 
Is- 
lands witnessed a square fight between 
five 
boats' crews of the whale 
ship 
Monsoon, of Newbury port, and a school 
of sperm 
whales. 
Only 
that 
things 
became so dangerous prevented us from 
seeing it out. 
The whales 
however, 
had smashed to atoms two of the boats, 
when we deemed it prudent to sail off 
some distance; but the whalemen, 
as 
afterward 
we 
met, 
conquered 
and 
secured no less than 
sev^n 
of 
good 
sized spermaceti whales and fortunately 
lost none of the crew. 


The Captain of the whaler Gardiner 
signaled 
to us to leave the whaling 
ground, fearing the whales 
might give 
us a blow with their flukes, as he said 
the old "bulls" were desperately 
mad. 
We left not because of the 
signal—as 
we did not under.stand it—but 
because 
the place was "too 
hot" as Captain 
Baker remarked. 
When a whale 
be- 
comes furious from 
an 
attack 
or in 
defending 
itself 
from 
the 
-murder- 
ous harpoon of the whalemen—and they 
always mean business—the whale sinks 
to the bottom or down a great dejjth, 
coming on and up in a jjerpendicular 
manner in the water. 
Its bulky 
head 
will rise up high 
in the air, with its 
huge jaw, wide and shaft-like, open, its 
ponderous flukes fiappinu' and slashing 
the water into a Avhite foam. 
Just then 
it is best to be as far off as it is con- 
venient to get, unless you are 
enlisted 
for the war. 
The scene, as viewed from 
the deck of the Montezuma, was grand, 
if not appalling. 
It was, indeed, a real 
nautical tournament, a tilt between man 
and God's greatest of animal formations.

The whale n, of all other animals, 


singularly con»tm-twl. The mouth it 
of peculiar structure, and when opened 
it is full, lit to nine feet wide. In the 
right whale them are no teeth, but huge 
as the animal is the gulli t, or throat, 
is not two inches wide. From this nar- 
row formation of the throat it mar be 
implied that its lewd is of a Tery dimin- 
utive kind.

lost none of the crew.
